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MR. PAUL R. BRECKEN 

Time inevitably brings changes, many of which we regret, and 
one which thousands of us will regret very much is the retirement of 
Paul Brecken from the Staff of Crescent Heights High School. He has 
been there for thirty-one years, and during that time his high character, 
his unfailing cheerfulness, his interest in sports and all other school 
activities, and above all the high quality of his teaching have contrib¬ 
uted very largely to making the school what it has been. All of us who 
have been at Crescent Heights, either as pupils or teachers, during 
Paul’s time there, have benefitted from our contacts with him, and will 
see him leave for a well-earned retirement with sorrow that his active 
participation in the school’s activities has been severed, but with the 
very best wishes for the future. 

Paul Brecken is a product of the Maritimes, that area which has 
contributed so many men and women to the professional life of Canada. 
He was born in Halifax, N.S., and went to school in Fredericton and 
Sackville, N.B. He continued his education at St. Andrew’s College 
and Toronto University, from which he received the degree of B.A. Sc. 
in engineering. Whilst at University he was active in student organ¬ 
izations and sports, especially track, tennis and fencing. 

Following graduation he worked for two years with a railway sup¬ 
ply firm and then his interest in young people led him into Y.M.C.A. 
work. He served as General Secretary of a Y.M.C.A. in Toronto and 
then in Calgary. When the First World War came on Paul joined the 
forces and served overseas in France. Following the war he entered 
the teaching profession and came to Crescent Heights High School in 
1921 as a science instructor. For many years he was in charge of boys’ 
athletics and organized, and in some cases, coached teams of all kinds. 
In 1943 he became vice-principal of the school. 

Paul Brecken has always been a man of broad interests, and did 
not confine his activities to his school work. Throughout his long 
period in Calgary he has taken an active part in the affairs of Central 
United Church, serving as Superintendent of the Sunday School and 
as Recording Steward of the church. In service club circles he is 
extremely well known, being a long-time member of the Calgary Ki- 
wanis Club, of which he served as president. He was also Governor 
of the Western Canada District of the Club and Vice-President of 
Kiwanis International. 

Mr. Brecken always took a keen interest in Civic, Provincial, Dom¬ 
inion and World affairs. He has been an active member of the Calgary 
Canadian Club, of which he was president at one time, and was also on 
the National Executive Association of the Canadian Clubs. He has 
been on the executive for some years of the Calgary East Conservative 
Association. He actively entered civic politics and was elected as 
alderman, at present serving his second term in that capacity. 

In concluding, we wish to extend our appreciation to Mrs. Brecken 
for the part she has played in making possible Paul’s outstanding 
achievements.

Shades of the California gold rush, beautiful dancing girls, des¬ 
perate desperados, six gun toting varmints and highlights of old Mex¬ 
ico went before capacity crowds on March 13-14, as Norman Pickard 
wrote another page in the musical history of Crescent Heights with 
the Choral Societies 1952 production “The Golden Trail”. 

Combining the creative talents of Audrey Pickard, Orville Kirk, 
and Walter Megega the spectacle was well received. The orchestra 
was one of the best ever assembled while the dancers, directed by Miss 
Pickard, added grace and charm to an otherwise rugged setting. Walter 
Megega, an old veteran whose name is becoming synonomous with 
villians and cut-throats, completed his third year as actor and stage 
manager. 

The actual story was based on a true happening in the life of the 
infamous Mexican bandit Murietta, a dusty desert terrorist of those 
by-gone days. 

As the curtain parted the audience found themselves at the Golden 
Trail Hotel owned and operated by one Mike O’Rourke, alias Byron 
Stickle. Now it seems hotels weren’t up to much in those days but 
then neither was Mike. The only touch of elegance the place claimed 
was in the form of Montmorency Puddington, a misplaced Bostonite, 
ably played by Buddy Pearse. Monty was the occupant of any job 
that required filling from chamber maid, gardener, to horse doctor. 

Now it so happened that the great Don Carlos Alvarado, with his 
only daughter, Barbarita and some friends while on route to a double 
birthday celebration at Senora had the misfortune to lose some horses. 
The party was forced to stay at Mike’s. 

Alvarado upon arriving at the hotel finds Don Pedro Carranza, 
Eldon Godfrey, already there and further learns that an immigrant 
wagon train is due over the mountains any day. Up to this point there 
was little mention of gold. 

Suddenly, with the report of a 50mm canon (revolver shots), the 
hero, Smiling Charley (Gary Miller), nose dives into centre stage with 
a three point landing. He is a pony express rider and clutches tightly 
to a gold consignment. Bandits, after his gold, shot his horse out from 
under him ten miles down the trail but true to tradition he out ran his 
mounted pursuers to reach safety. He was immediately surrounded by 
adoring females to whom he responded with equal enthusiasm. 

Later the still desperate bandits raid the hotel, supposedly stealing 
the gold and kidnap the lovely Carmela, a member of the Alvarado 
party, as a hostage. 

The arrival of the immigrants overshadows the robbery as a gay 
celebration of welcome takes place. The gold robbery seemed all but 
forgotten. All go to the immigrant camp for more celebration and 
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sports, leaving Smiling Charley to watch for the bandits. Aloiu 
Charley suddenly found himself confronted by Dead-Shot Dick, his 
sworn enemy. Backed up by a following of rugged-looking gold min¬ 
ers, Dick lays a false charge of theft and murder against the outnum¬ 
bered Smiling Charley who incidently had lost his smile. Dead-Shot 
calls for a lynching and has everything about set when the appearance 
of Trapper Joe, a friend of Charlies, and his protege, Annie get your 
gun Jones, the rootenest, tootenest shootenest rifle packin gal ever to 
set foot out West, foils his plans. 

Barbarita's birthday arrives, but for her it has a sad note. The 
dashing Americano, Smiling Charley, with whom she has fallen deeply 
in love as he with her, has disappeared in quest of the gold stealing 
bandits. 

Don Pedro, finding the Alvarado family unprotected except foi 
servants and a few incidentals, masters the situation revealing himseli 
as the dreaded bandit leader Murietta. Dead-Shot Dick who was be¬ 
lieved to be the real bandit is exposed as a lieutenant of Murietta. 

The sneering leader then demands the Alvarado family jewels and 
the gold which he apparently has not stolen. 

The enchanting Carmela having nonchalantly escaped from hei 
abducters catches the strutting Murietta with his ego showing, per¬ 
suading him to sing of his roguish deeds. This clever ruse detains the 
bandit’s escape enabling Charley and the boys to return and catch the 
Banditti. 

Even the gold is found in the rose bush which is the only living 
thing to support Puddington’s claim as a gardner. Lovers are reunited, 
bandits taken away and all is happy as the curtain falls.

ADDITIONS TO THE SCHOOL 

As almost everyone here knows, last year at this time Crescent 
was undergoing a major operation. The result—two beautiful new 
sections—the north wing and the west wing. 

COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 

The north wing is the Commercial section. Here, students taking 
secretarial work may obtain the subjects which will help them acquire 
the positions they would like. 

There are three subjects offered in this section—shorthand, typing 
and bookkeeping. Three typing rooms are available with forty-two 
typewriters in each. They are very beautiful rooms with all the modern 
fixtures a class room could have. 

The shorthand rooms are much like the typing rooms except in 
place of tables and typewriters there are new blond wood desks. 

A special bookkeeping room is equipped with everything you could 
desire to help you learn the subject. From illustrations to special 
blackboards—they are all there. 

At the far end of this bright sunny hallway, we find the room for 
our very own Bugle staff. All the material that is accumulated during 
the process of getting the Bugle together is kept here. 

On the bottom floor of this wing, there are four lovely new rooms— 
two for cooking classes and two for sewing classes. At the end of this 
hall we find a spacious new music room—a very well-lighted room in 
a crescent shape which adds to the sound of the singing classes. 

The sewing rooms are provided with new sewing machines, iron¬ 
ing boards, work tables and everything else that is necessary to train 
a good seamstress. 

In the kitchens we find plenty of room for all the cooks to prepare 
their variety of tasty dishes. These rooms are the pride of Crescent, 
as we believe they excel cooking rooms anywhere. 

TECHNICAL DEPARTMENT 

This section comprises the west wing. Subjects offered in here 
are mostly automotives, mechanics and metalwork, but there are two 
rooms, one for Art and one for Arts and Crafts. There is also an 
English room and a Biology Lab. equipped, of course, with all things 
a teacher or student could want. 

The art room, under the direction of Miss Martin, is a beautiful 
room designed specially for art. The west wall overlooking the park 
and on out to the mountains is one big window. 

In Arts and Crafts, everything from modern art to leathercraft is 
taught. The handiwork of the students is something no one should 
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miss seeing as it really is outstanding. Some of the articles turned 
out are purses, belts, clay figurines, water colour pictures, and painted 
abstract designs. 

On to the shops. One of the favourite subjects the boys take is 
automotives. Cars are actually used for the boys to practice on and 
learn about. Concrete floors and driveways make everything much 
easier. 

Next in line we find ourselves in the metalwork department. 
Machines and materials for this are the very latest, and best to help 
the students. 

The woodworking room is almost the same as the shops the boys 
attended in Jr. High, only this is a new and more complete shop. All 
modern tools are available from an ordinary hand saw to the latest 
electric saws. 

Last, but far from least on the parade of shops is the printing shop. 
A very handy unit as it does much of the school printing. This is a 
subject for both boys and girls and both seem to enjoy it immensely. 
No printing store hag better machinery in it than has this room. There 
is a spare room just off the main printing room where all stock and 
supplies are kept. 

At the far end of this section is a lecture room. Here the classes 
from the three shops have their theory. 

RECREATION ROOMS 

The Girls’ “Rec. Room” is situated in the technical section of the 
school. It is a large sunny room with a piano in one corner and a 
record player in the other. Chairs, tables and magazines are all in 
here for the entertainment of the girls. If you have the courage to 
walk in here, you will probably find a record player going or someone 
playing the piano and all the rest of the kids dancing. Some noons, 
movies are shown. If this is the case, both boys and girls gather in 
here. 

The Boys’ “Rec Room” is much like the girls’ except it is situated 
down in the basement of the technical wing. It isn’t the same shape 
as the girls’ room either. It is long and narrow. The floors are tile 
and the walls are painted. Ping-pong tables, magazines, and a radio 
constitute most of the entertainment in here. The boys can enjoy 
themselves listening to the news or some music while reading the mag¬ 
azines which are usually sports or mechanical magazines. 

At the end of our travels through Crescent we come upon the new 
and very much appreciated Cafeteria. It is a huge room equipped with 
tables and chairs which fit in with the modern touch throughout the 
new wing. The kitchen is not quite finished, but it is hoped that by 
next year, warm meals will be waiting for the students at noon. 
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UNITED KINGDOM EXCHANGE VISIT 1951 

Have you ever thought what it would be like to have the dream of 
a life-time come true? Suppose you found yourself in Britain with a 
group of boys from each part of Canada, and with these boys you were 
taken on a conducted tour of England, Scotland, and Wales. Your 
hosts, who arranged your tour, were officers of the Royal Air Force 
and the Air Training Corps. 

A bus drove you to Odiharn, headquarters of the 421 (Red Indian) 
Squadron, R.C.A.F., where, to your utter amazement, you were harn¬ 
essed to a parachute and taken up for a 15 minute flight in a real jet, 
a Gloster Meteor VII. This ride would probably be the ultimate of 
your ambitions. 

By bus you were driven to Oxford, where you visited historic col¬ 
leges of that famous university. At Stratford-on-Avon, birthplace of 
William Shakespeare, you saw “King Henry V” in the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theatre. You were taken to Shrewsbury, Rhyl, Caernarvon 
and Hawarden, touring castles, aircraft factories and many other places 
of interest. An Air Force plane flew you to a large A.T.C. summer 
camp at White Waltham. Cadets from Great Britain, United States, 
Canada, Australia, India and Pakistan were gathered here to take part 
in a mass demonstration before the Air Council. 

You visited Windsor and London, touring the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment, Westminster Abbey, the South Bank Exhibition, the Festival 
Gardens, St. Paul’s Cathedral, Madam Tussaud’s Wax Museum and the 
Tower of London. In the evenings you were entertained by famous 
musicals such as “Carousel” and “Kiss Me Kate”. 

In Scotland you visited Glasgow, seeing an Exhibition of Indus¬ 
trial Power and a soccer game (Rangers vs Aberdeen), and then going 
for a steamer trip down the scenic Clyde. By bus you drove to Edin¬ 
burgh where you saw the Gathering of the Clans, the March of a Thous¬ 
and Pipers, and the Military Tattoo.

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“JE ME SOUVIENS”

This is the motto of the province of Quebec, and I don’t think that 
after the wonderful trip I had to that province I would be plagiarizing 
if I took as my motto—“I remember”. 

I was sent to Quebec by the Cercle Francais of Calgary on a schol¬ 
arship for further tuition in advanced French (though I have forgotter 
most of it now, I think). After leaving Clagary last June 27, I travel¬ 
led approximately two thousand miles by train to Quebec city, and 
the next morning I was ready for school again. The summer course 
of Laval University took five weeks of my time in earnest study. My 
stay in Quebec included an excursion to Montmorency Falls, just out¬ 
side Quebec, and one hundred feet higher than Niagara Falls; and to 
the Cathedral of St. Anne de Beaupre, the largest and most famous oi 
all Roman Catholic shrines in Canada; a moonlight cruise on the St 
Lawrence (in French, le St. Laurent) River; and a sight-seeing bus 
trip through l’lle d’Orleans, the island off the shores of Quebec whict 
is still living the old-fashioned life of France three hundred years ago. 
On the island, strip-farming of the type used on the feudal manors of 
France in the Middle Ages can still be seen. 

I just wish that words could portray graphically enough, the arch¬ 
aic beauty of an old-world city and its surroundings, to a Westerner 
who has travelled but little. 

Well, the stay at Quebec City had to end sometime, and through 
a Calgary French teacher, who was interested in hostelling, I proceeded 
on a bicycle trip after taking the train to Trois Riveres, Quebec. This 
would later prove to be the beginning of a six hundred mile trip on 
bicycle, although if you had told me that after my first day of riding 
you would have received in reply only one big groan. 

After going through Drummondville I came to a pulp and paper 
mill complete in every detail, even to the men who stand on the logs 
in the river in order to prevent the logs from jamming. This is done 
by means of a long pointed steel pole. Passing through Sherbrooke I 
arrived at the American border. After cycling through the “green 
rolling hills of Vermont”, I know now, better than most people what 
they are. I received a very different impression than I had pictured, 
from this, my first visit to the United States of America. The cows 
grazed contentedly in the fields, and no noise disturbed the peace, even 
in the city. Back in Canada the most unusual part of my trip occurred 
when I reached the hostel at Shefford Mountain. Just after I arrived 
there, it began to thunder and to rain in torrents. I was stuck in a 
little cabin “a mi-chemin” (half-way) up the mountain, half a mile from 
the nearest civilization, and eight miles from a grocery store. To sur¬ 
mount this, I had arrived without provisions, expecting to leave earlj 
the next morning for the next stop on my journey. However, it rained 
all day except for very short periods, during which I went out and 1 . 
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gathered loganberries. What a day—three meals of loganberries, and 
porridge! Leaving Shefford mountain far behind, I made my longest 
daily trip—88.9 miles—almost a record for a tyro who had taken no 
:ycling trips before. Just beyond Montreal I caught the train once 
igain, and visited some of my relatives in Ontario. One of them took 
Tie to the Canadian National Exhibition in Toronto where I saw water- 
skiing, motor-boat racing, (in which one man was killed as I looked 
3n) and I also saw Jimmy Durante for the first time (you will notice 
.hat I put Jimmy at the end of the list of attractions!) I also visited 
Kingston, crossed the Niagara fruit belt, to Niagara Falls, and entered 
;he United States for the second time during my trip. I then returned 
lome—the end of a five-thousand-mile trip. It was definitely quite a 
summer for a person who had done as little travelling as I had. 

FRATERNITIES AND SORORITIES 

In this field of discussion, there are many topics upon which one 
:ould meditate. I think the most important is the topic of the assoc¬ 
iation and relationship of these organizations with the school. 

In school, there is a strong objection to the recognition of frats 
ind sororities. Many people say this may be a cause of the students 
'orming cliques of their particular group and excluding' others. This 
is a certain way of losing many friends and the priviledge of obtaining 
new friendships is not used. 

The second objection to frats and sororities is that it takes up 
valuable homework time. This is also true. However, today the 
situation of juvenile delinquency arises and frat and sorority meetings 
and parties may be important entertainment. 

These are only the disadvantages to which people object. There 
are many other advantages of these organizations. 

These groups show teen-agers the merit in team-work and co-op¬ 
eration and in this way experience may be gained through these clubs. 
The formation of these groups shows enthusiasm on the student’s part. 
New interest is aroused and new challenges made to those who join 
the clubs. 

In general, frats and sororities are approved of. Complete atten¬ 
tion should not be given to such a group. This may prove an undesir¬ 
able quality for them. Bright colors of frat jcakets and sorority sweat¬ 
ers add much to the school and initiations, and are a part of every rugby 
jame. 

I think frats and sororities should remain in close relation with the 
school and be a part of it.
